Mr. Young ia very much disliked by 
iho citizens of Alaska, as he is always get- 
ting the tribes of Indians into trouble 
with each other. Last month thoro was 
some trouble between a Tiikou tribe and 
the Wrangel tribe; and through the med- 
dlesome interferoiice of Mrs. Young it 
came very near terminating in serious 
trouble, but for the deputy collectoi', Mr.

Collins as a cuatomer of R. C. Janion; in 
November last he 'bought., two .caaos of, 
brandy valued at, ?26; I never received 
the sum in question from Mr. Collins, or 
froiu any one on hia account, nor from 
the defendant , I recogniiio invoice pro- 
duced marked .-V as iny liand writing, and

I like Alaska; it is a good place, but tho 
climate is something awful, especially in 
tho vicinity of Harrisburg. Tho minoa 
are of very limited extent along the side 
of a mountain, and the ground is all 
claimed. Whore water is to be had the 
claims pay vory well. Tho gold ia tine 
and|iaj saved with, quicksilver. All the 
clkllrtV a^e wo^J^fitl ' by: the hydraulic sys- 
tem. There is some vory good quartz 
allowing gold and galena, but there are no 
true fissure ledges with casing in that 
range. The veins of pay rock aro apt , to 
run out or mix with the country rock. I 
did not see any proper mining quartz 
ledges there. There, will, in all probabil- 
ityictb^jfi^liW^ ^pior^J plaoeV diggings, found 
down towards 'Fort Wrangel, and also up 
the coast; but tl-.e season for mining is 
very short, and the alinoat incessant rains 
and storma are enough to discourage the 
prospector and wear him out. The face 
of the country is rough and covered with 
brush and timber along the sea coaat, and 
h'ighi bald mountains in tlio near vicinity. 

There ia golil, silver, iron and. ^al to 
be found there. Dick Willoughby, laat 
summer, struck a coal mine on .\dmiralty 
Island, and sold out for S5000. Thoro is 
not much timber to be found north of 
Fort Wrangel of any value. The Alaska 
cedar is scarce, and boars are plenty and 
get fat on abundance of berries. Deer 
are very numerous on the inland and fat 
as mutton in tho fall, when they come 
down to the aoa. I would have hunted 
on Admiralty Island laat winter but for 
my health. I was afraid to risk another 
winter in that stormy climate, lliero 
are lots ol big grouae, ducka, geese, etc., 
and all kinds tjf fish — from whales to aar- 
dinea — in great abundanco. The Indians 
work in the minca, and work very well; 
they are used to tlie rains and do noi 
mind getting wet. Their wages in the 
mines are two dollars per diein. There 
are several of the Caeaiar miners about 
Uairisburg and Douglas laland. Slim 
Jim and party went to the Yukon country 
laat seaaon. They found aoine proapect.s 
on two bars on the iVUy river, but not 
vory rich. Some nioii will go tiioie this 
seaaon. There must be a gold field be- 
tween Pelly river and Lewia rivor. Dick 
Campbell imd fii's boys got down to Fort 
Wrangel from Stickeen. They wore 
frozen in, and wore 20 day.s on the way. 
They ate a big yoUow dog on the trip — 
that saved their lives. * » * J left 
my ranch up the Stickeen in di8gu.iit, as I 
could not sell hay or cordwood 
enough to ;buy beans with. ■
